MONTREAL, Aug 7. The 
lacheme of Ralph Keemle, of Chat- 
jham, Ont., by which the level of 
the Great Lakes and the St, Law- 
rence river would be raised twelve 
to eighteen inches by a judicious 
| placing of dams on the Albany and 
| Osoki Rivers at the height of land 
| North of Lake Superior has been 
| presented to the Montreal Harbor 
Commission for consideration 

By this process, according to the 
|scheme, a flow of water from a 
water shed of some 20,000 miles 
would be diverted ‘into the Great 
lakes and would mexe up for tie 
loss of water caused by the Chicago 
Prainage Canal and allow that city 
the 10,000 cubic feet a second it 
wishes. The cost is estimated by Mr. 
Keemle at $5,000,000. 

F. W. Cowie, Consulting Engin- 
eer of the Harbor Commission, today 
said the scheme was quite possibly 
feasible, and he was “frankly in 
favor of the proposal.” The proposal 
to include the equipment for regula- 
ting the flow was most important, 
he thought, for the sudden addition 
of some 20,000 cubic feet of water 
a second to Lake Ontario, for exam- 
vle, might have disastrous results if 
unbridled.

The Germans have accepted a 
moral engagement to float a loan 
lef £40,000,000, thereby fulfilling

quirements before the Dawes 


plan can be considered offective. 

The whole of the ailied program 
of a declaration of defaults under 
the new reparations scheme has 
been accepted by the Germans and 
rapid progress has been mado in ob- 
taining German approval on other 
phases of the ailied agreement 
putting the plan into operation, 

Early Enforcement 

Another important development 
today was an agreement between the 
allies and Germans, under which 
the Dawes plan can be enforced ten 
days earlier than October 15, the 
date which had been agreed upon, 
Since the moment of their arrival, 
the Germans have been urging that

$13,458,290 from the total for the corresponding period of the 
fiseai year of 1923 when revenue totalled $152,265,648, according 
to figures issued by the Department of Finance tonight. 

Ordinary expenditure for the four months of the present 
fiscal year totalled $96,546,541, as compared with $91,145,399 in 
1923. This is an increase of $5,401,142. Heavy interest pay- 
ments on the public, totalling $51,895,485, as compared with 
$48,755,549 a year ago, are responsible to a degree for the in. 
creased expenditure.
